((HAMBERS OF COMMERCE and civic associations all over the country 
have been petitioning the government to grant the much needed pay 
revision to the forces of national defense. The men who compose these or- 
ganizations are not the type to forget, and in the absence of any activity 
on the subject of their request they are beginning to wonder why not.

of the Detroit Board of Commerce that they approve the resolution and 
forward it to the Congress of the United States, then, and now still in ses- 
sion, which resolution was favorably acted upon by the said Directors. 
“Now, then, whereas, no noticeable progress has been made by the 
Congress of the United States here in its present session toward enacting 
suitable legislation for this laudable and necessary cause, and moreover, 
through the personal knowledge of members of this committee, present 
living conditions of some of the army personnel, due to inadequate pay, 
are found to be distinctly worse than were even suspected when the former 
‘resolution was passed, it being quite impossible for officers with families 
to take their traditional place in the society to which their position en- 
titles them, and which is really necessary if the eminent principles, and 
high quality of character in our military and naval personnel of the past 


“Whereas, we believe the very foundations of our National Defense 
system are being jeopardized by these conditions, due to the fact the per- 
sonnel of the system find the problems of living are necessarily taking 
precedence over the problems of National Defense, with the resultant weak- 
ening of their high aims and ambitions, and a wavering in that steadfast 
singleness of purpose which has heretofore distinguished the military forces

Congress Passes Wartime 
Rank Bill, Including Navy 


MENDED to include the Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps and Coast Guard, the 

war-time rank bill passed the House 
on Wednesday and the following day 
the Senate concurred in the amend- 
ment. It now goes to the President. 

The measure, sponsored by the late 
Senator Tyson and usually described 
as the Tyson bill, provides that all com- 
missioned officers who served in the 
World War who have been or who may 
be retired shall be advanced in rank on 
the retired list to the highest grade 
held by them during the war. Rank 
dates from the day of approval of the 
act. 
Officers still on the active list take 
the higher rank upon their retirement, 
while the war-time rank is given to 
those officers who have died or may 
die in the future, rank to date from 
date of death. 
Enlisted men, and former officers and 
men with honorable service are entitled 
when not on active service to bear the 
official title and upon occasions of cere- 
mony, wear the uniform of the highest 
grade held by them during the war. 
Adverse comment on the exclusion 
from the raise in rank of those officers 
of the Army who earned their higher 
rank during the war, but were later 
placed in Class B status after revert- 
ing to their former rank, has been 
rather prevalent, and there has been 
much conjecture upon the fact that 
those officers were specifically excluded. 
Benefits of the bill are confined only 
to those of title, uniform, and priority 
of rank, as no increase of pay or al- 
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Opponents of Treaty Gird 
for Fight Against Approval

EARTENED by the action of the 
Foreign Relations Committee of 
the Senate in voting overwhelmingly in 
favor of the resolution asserting its 
right to the confidential exchanges in 


the London Treaty negotiations, denied 
them by President Hoover, opponents 
of the pact are set for a real fight 
against ratification. 

Admittedly with scant support at 
first, they claim that opposition is 
growing and that, given time, enough 
votes can be rallied to defeat it. 

In addition to technical objections 
raised by naval experts in the hear- 
ings, the 8-inch versus the 6-inch gun 
controversy, equality in submarine 
strength with Japan and the other 
questioned provisions, five major rea- 
sons will be advanced during the de- 
bate against ratification. It will be 
charged that the agreement; 

1. Scraps the traditional national 
defense plans, which from time im- 
memorial have provided for a defense 
of our coasts in the Atlantic and a 
“strong offensive” as the best defense 
in the Pacific. 

2. Abandons our National Naval Pol- 
icy, born of the Washington Confer- 
ence, of a Treaty Navy in the ratio of 
5-5 with Great Britain and 5-3 with 
Japan. 

3. Was predicated on the basis of 
existing strength of the navies, status 
quo, instead of being reached on the 
standard set by the existing treaty. 

4, Threatens an utter loss of Ameri- 
can prestige in the Far East and will

Pay Group Meeting 


June 16; Action Seen 


OME action on the pay question be- 
fore next fall was confidently pre- 
dicted by Senator Reed this week fol- 
lowing a conference with Representa- 
tive French. Decision as to the mode of 
procedure will be made at a meeting of 
the joint committee on Monday, June 
16. Decision to hold the meeting was 
made late yesterday. 

“Mr. French and I both agree that 
it would be a great injury to the serv- 
.ices to let this go over the summer,” 
said Senator Reed to the Army and 
Navy Journal on Thursday, “I have 
not called a meeting yet, but just as 
soon as we can find time, we will get 
together, probably on short notice.” 
Then he added, “We are going to do 
something before fall, certainly.” 


Everything has been left to Senator 
Reed, now that he has assumed the 
reins of the pay investigation. He re- 
vealed that he will take over the chair- 
manship from Senator Jones, as pre- 
dicted in the Journal. 


Just what will be done by the com- 
mittee is the subject of some conjec- 
ture. Adjournment of the present ses- 
sion is expected at the close of next 
week, and though the Senate will prob- 
ably be called into special session, it is 
a question whether Senator Reed, who 
is the only Senate member of the com- 
mittee who has evidenced any interest 
in the investigation so far, will be able 
to find time during the treaty fight to 
devote any time to pay. 


Among the House members, Repre- 
sentative Barbour has stated definitely 
that he cannot remain in Washington 
any later than next week, but is willing 
to allow other members to hold hearings 
on the matter, reserving final action 
until fall. Mr. French probably will 
stay at the Capitol for several weeks 
after adjournment, as he has a number 
< matters to take care of, he 
said. 


The homes of the other representa- 
tives on the joint committee, Messrs. 
Oliver, Crosser and Cooper are not as 
far from Washington as those of Mr. 
Barbour and French and they could 
easily come back for a few days this 
summer, it is thought. 


Appointment of a sub-committee of 
three or four members will probably 
be the procedure to be first considered 
by the committee when they meet, and 
if this is agreeable to all, as it is to 
several individual members, will solve 
the problem. The sub-committee, once 
started, could easily conclude hearings 
within a week or ten days, it is thought. 
Another idea that will be advanced, is 
that with the great volume of material 
which has been furnished the commit- 
tee, hearings will be unnecessary, ex- 
cept to give any faction which may 
disagree with the Inter-departmental 
Pay Board’s Report opportunity to pre- 
sent its case.

Urge Action On Pay 


HE joint committee should ar- 

range to conduct its investiga- 
tion during the recess,” declared the 
Washington Post in an editorial, June 
7. Reviewing the progress of the pay 
movement for its readers, the Post 
concluded with the above recommenda- 
tion and pointed out that such a course 
of action would allow final action in 
the early part of next session. The 
editorial follows in full: 

The end of the session approaches 
and the joint congressional committee, 
created to consider the pay-scale for 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Pub- 
lic Health Service, Coast Guard and 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, and to 
draft legislation for its readjustment 
and modernization, has not even so 
much as reported. Meanwhile mem- 
bers of the uniformed services remain 
in the state of “genteel poverty” to 
which the Government neglectfully 
consigns them. 

The last general revision of the pay- 
scale for the uniformed services was 
made by Congress in 1908. Minor 
adjustment amounting to an increase 
of about 11 per cent over the 1908 
scale was made in 1922. In the last 
20 years, however, the cost of living ¢s 
reflected in Department of Labor in- 
dexes has increased about 104 per cent 
and in the same period the pay of 
various branches of the Federal Ser- 
vice has been increased from 25 to 
175 per cent. Considering the slight 
increase of pay given in 1922, and the 
reduced purchasing value of the dol- 
lar, the personnel of the services is at 
present receiving little more than half 
the remuneration it received in 1908, 
when Cungress presumably placed a 
fair valuation upon its services under 
the economic standards of that day. 


An interdepartmental pay board was 
created early in 1929 in response to a 
suggestion advanced by the Secretary 
of the Navy to study the effect upon 
the several services of the laws govern- 
ing pay and allowances and to recom- 
mend such modificanons as might ap- 
pear necessary to increase the effi- 
ciency of the personnel. In July the 
board published its report, which 
seemingly proved the inadequacy and 
inequality, in comparison with salaries 
paid in civilian life, of the exisiting 
service pay scales. In this report, the 
joint congressional committee has a 
frame-work upon which to mold legis- 
lation that will provide for adequate 
remuneration of the personnel of the 
uniformed services. 

There is no possibility of enacting 
legislation to this end in the few days 
remaining before the adjournment. 











Nor is it likely that Congress would 
see its way clear to affording partial 
relief by providing temporary in- 
creases pending the general revision. 
But “genteel poverty” is becoming 
cruelly burdensome in the services, re- 


sulting in decreased efficiency and 
lowered morale. The joint committee 
should arrange to conduct its investiga- 
tion during the recess, so that a pro- 
gram for scientific revision would be 
ready for action early in the next ses- 
sion.

It seems assured that bitter debate 
on the floor of the Senate will enliven 
the sessions. It will be pointed out that 
the minimum offer made by the Brit- 
ish, long before the MacDonald visit, 
was identical with the final terms of 
the treaty and that the Japanese got 
virtually what they demanded on their 
arrival here, while the General Board’s 
“irreducible minimum” of 21 10,000 
ton, 8-inch gun cruisers, was reduced 
to a possible 18 and concessions made 
to satisfy the Japanese demands. 

Other accusations will also be made. 
It will be charged that the agreement 
was actually made by President Hoo- 
ver and Premier MacDonald in the 
now famous Rapidan conference, and 
merely “ratified” by a “hand-picked 
delegation. This will be substantiated 
by the hearings in which Secretary 
Adams admitted, under questioning, 
that he nor the Department, had any- 
thing to do with the selection of the 
naval delegation, but that they were 
named by the President. 

A “Pacifist attitude’ and a “De- 
featist policy” on the part of the 
American Delegation will probaby be 
charged, opponents asserting that it 
permitted England and Japan to dic- 
tate and accepted an agreement detri- 
mental to our interests and menacing 
te our national defenses. 

On the other hand powerful sup- 
port for ratification looms. Senator 
Borah’s attitude that the ill-effects of 
failure to ratify outweigh the objec- 
tionable features of the agreement will 
carry weight and the prestige of Sen- 
ater Robinson is a deterrent against 
serious Democratic opposition, although 
it is expected that pcjitical sharp- 
shooting will be indulged in to rob 
the administration of as much credit 
as possible. 

All the support of the administra- 
tion is back of speedy action and the 
betting odds still favor a short special 
session and ratification. 


Pass Nurses’ Bill 


AGREEMENT between the Senate 

and House was reached this week 
on the disability retirement measure 
for Army and Navy nurses, and the 
enrolled bill has been sent to the Pres- 
ident. 

The Senate amended the bill to con- 
form with the original House resolution, 
the Woodruff bill, which allows nurses 
retired under the act to receive three- 
quarters of the pay they are receiving 
at the time of retirement, rather than 
three-quarters of their base, as pro- 
vided by the McSwain bill, which was 
substituted on the floor of the House, 
Bo as to include the Army nurses.

Capt. Tarrant was born in Missis- 
sippi, July 28, 1878, and appointed to 
the Naval Academy from Texas in 1894. 
During the World War he was awarded 
special letters of commendation from

He has commanded the 
USS Arizona and was Chief of Staff, 
Commander of the Scouting Fleet.

During the World war he was 
cited for his services as executive offi- 
cer of the USS Wyoming. He has 
served as Commander of the Destroyer 
Squadrons, Asiatic Fleet, and Naval 
Attache at Peking. He takes rank fol- 
lowing the retirement of Rear Adm. 
Louis R. deSteiguer, upon April 1, 1931. 

Capt. Fenner was born in Rochester, 
N. Y., in 1876, and was appointed to the 
Naval Academy in 1895. From 1915 to 
1918 he was on duty at the Academy, 
leaving there to command the USS 
Denver. He was commended by both 
the War Department and the Navy for 
his service during the war. Since then 
he has been on duty at the Bureau of 
Navigation and in the Office of Naval 
Operations. For the past two years, 
Capt. Fenner has commanded the USS 
Mississippi. His rank of rear admiral 
will date from June 1, 1931, by reason 
of the retirement of Rear Adm. §S. S.

Defends USMA Sports 

HARGES attributed to Representa- 

tive Fish, of New York, that West 
Point athletes were being subsidized, 
that the stars were permitted to leave 
the service when their playing was fin- 
ished and that scouting for players was 
being indulged in, have been emphatic- 
ally denied as untrue by Secretary of 
War Hurley on the basis of a prelimi- 
nary report by Maj. Gen. Hugh A. 
Drum, inspector general of the Army. 
Col. Hurley said that of the last 
twelve stars on the West Point Team 
only two were found to have been re- 
leased from the service after they had 
played for the maximum period, while 
the other ten had served in the Army 
for four to eight years. 

Col. Hurley, in view of the fact that 
the charges were considered unjusti- 
fied, announced that the Academy would 
continue its present player eligibility 
rules. 

The Secretary’s denial of charges 
against the Academy drew a challenge 
and demand for an apology from Mr. 
Fish, who denied he had stated West 
Point football players were being sub- 
sidized. He said it was true he had 
stated that 30 -to 50 per cent of the 
football players of the past five years 
had played on other college teams. 


A much more extensive report is to 
be received from Gen. Drum and a 
complete analysis of it will be made 
public whether favorable or unfavor- 
able to the Academy, Col. Hurley made 
plain. “When the report has been fin- 
ished and if it is found there is any- 
thing reprehensible at the Academy it 
will be corrected, but up to this time 
nothing has been found,” he said.

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Anti-Tank Guns And Smoke 
Show Worth At Ft. Benning 


Ft. Benning, Ga.—This year’s clos- 
ing exercises at The Infantry School 
were marked by a continuing maneuver 
lasting three days. Command groups 
were composed of officers from the ad- 
vanced and company officers’ classes. 
War strength infantry, artillery, engi- 
neer and tank units were represented 
by troops from the 29th Infantry, 83d 
Field Artillery, Company A 7th Engi- 
neers, and 2d Battalion lst Tank Regi- 
ment. Road spaces on the march and 
frontages in combat were on a war- 
strength basis. 

The chief lesson brought home to all 
was the complete helplessness of in- 
fantry which is without adequate anti- 
tank protection or whose anti-tank 
guns have been neutralized by smoke. 

Brig. Gen. Harold B. Fiske, who was 
present throughout the maneuver as 
an observer emphasized the lesson in 
a brief critique which was held at the 
close of the exercise. 

The exercises were brought to a spec- 
tacular finish in the early morning of 
June 4, when the Blue Brigade, which 
had made a night march and crossed 
the Upatoi on foot bridges constructed 
by the engineers was struck by 
a surprise Red counter attack. Imme- 
diately preceding the signal for launch- 
ing the counter attack, a Red airplane 
laid down a smoke screen along the 
line of the Upatoi which effectively ob- 
seured the observation of the anti-tank 
guns on the bluff south of the creek. 
The counter attacking force which in- 
cluded a platoon of four tanks struck 
the right of the advancing Blues. 


No umpires were needed to cause 
the retirement of the hitherto victori- 
ous Blue Brigade. At the unexpected 
sight of the four tanks which repre- 
sented the full platoon the right of the 
Blue line disintegrated automatically. 

The final phase of the maneuver left 
a strong impression on the minds of 
all who witnessed it—student officers, 
umpires and observers. The advan- 
tage to be obtained from the use of 
smoke in connection with a tank attack 
was illustrated by the fact that the 
anti-tank guns on the Blue side were 
able to get in only one shot before 
vision was completely obscured. The 
moral effect of the sudden appearance 
of hostile tanks was demonstrated by 
the near panic which ensued in the 
immediate front of the tank attack. 
The attack of two represented Blue 
regiments was completely and actual- 
ly disrupted by the appearance of four 
real tanks operated by a personnel of 
some 12 men.

NAVAL COMMITTEE SCOUTS CHARGES, PRAISES ADM. REEVES 
HE charge, published in a San Francisco paper, attributed indirectly to Rep- 

resentative Free, of Sunnyvale, that in return for a Military Academy ap- 
pointment for his son, Rear Adm. Joseph M. Reeves had promised Representative 
Swing, of San Diego, to support Camp Kearny as the site for the proposed 
dirigible base, was declared, by the House Naval Committee, to be unfounded and 
unjust. 

The Chairman and the members of the Committee heard on Wednesday a 
statement by Mr. Swing that a grave injustive had been done Adm. Reeves and 
himself. Mr. Swing read a clipping from a San Francisco newspaper alleging 
that in return for the appointment of his son to a West Point vacancy, Adm. 
Reeves had agreed as a member of the West Coast Special Aircraft Board to 
favor Camp Kearny. Mr. Free was quoted as advocating a bill forbidding such 
appointments to sons of officers. 

“This is a grave injustice to a splendid officer, a man of character and stand- 
ing,” said Mr. Swing. “There should be included in the record of this hearing a 
refutation of the charge.” He was interrupted by the chairman who said, “As 
chairman of the committee I may say that if any man made a fine impression 
upon this committee, it was Adm. Reeves. And no one, and no member of Con- 
gress, Mr. Swing, would say that you connived for his support by an appoint- 
ment. If the son is like his father, he will make a good soldier. Adm. Reeves 
is a good officer.” 

Mr. Swing explained that young Reeves took the civil service examination 
for the appointment and passed first, and therefore, was entitled to designation. 
No apology or further explanation of the statement attributed to him was 
offered by Mr. Free, but it was evident the Committee felt Mr. Swing was thor- 
oughly justified in his complaint. Representative Drewry, of Virginia, asked the 
Chairman to state in the name of the entire committee that an injustice had 
been done to both Adm. Reeves and Mr. Swing, to which the Chairman remarked, 
“That is the unanimous opinion of the Committee, I am sure.”

WOULD CREATE SPECIALIST CORPS IN NAVY 

A BILL (H. R. 12805) to create a specialist corps in the Navy was introduced 

in the House, June 6, by Representatie Royal Johnson, chairman of the Vet- 
erans Committee. The bill provides that commissioned warrant officers shall be 
organized into a separate corps called the specialist corps, and shall be com- 
missioned and take rank in that corps. It modifies existing law, which confines 
these officers to the rank of ensign, and provides for promotion upon specifi 
periods of service to the grades of lieutenant (junior grade) and lieutenant, and 
for pete by selection of a limited number to the grade of lieutenant com- 
mander. 


The several different titles of this group of officers now recognized by law, 
such as chief warrant officers and commissioned warrant officers, are under the 
bill superseded by titles descriptive of rank and corps, as ensign gunner, lieu- 
tenant machinist, and so forth, specialist corps.

Nineteen destroyers at Philadelphia 
and 34 at San Diego were placed in 
commission to replace the 53 destroyers 
which will be surveyed preparatory to 
gerapping. Two mine layers at Phila- 
delphia and two destroyers at San Diego 
were commissioned to replace the four 
light mine layers decommissioned. 
Shortly after July 1, the Hazelwood, 
attached to the 12th Naval District for 
the training of Naval Reservists, will 
be replaced by the USS Lamberton. 

With the completion of the scrapping 
of these 58 ships, the Navy’s destroyer 
and light mine layer force will total 226 
vessels, amounting to 229,442 tons, 
counting 10 Coast Guard destroyers 
amounting to 8,809 tons. In commis- 
sion there will be 103 destroyers and 6 
light mine layers, while decommis- 
sioned will be 111 destroyers and 6 light 
mine layers.

New Cruisers Assigned 


Witt the completion of preliminary 
acceptance trials, it has been de- 
cided to assign the USS Houston as 
flagship of the commander-in-chief of 
the Asiatic Fleet, an announcement 
this week stated. When this assign- 
ment takes place, scheduled for the 
early part of next summer, the USS 
Pittsburgh will be disposed of. 

Two other of the new cruisers, the 
USS Salt Lake City and Pensacola, 
have been tentatively assigned to op- 
erate with Light Cruiser Divisions 
Two and Three, respectively, of the 
Scouting Fleet.

Later in the year, the USS Chester, 
following a Mediterranean shakedown 
cruise, will join Light Cruiser Divi- 
sion 5. The USS Louisville, now un- 
der construction at the Puget Sound 
Navy Yard, will be added to this di- 
vision upon commissioning and com- 
pletion of her shakedown cruise. 


Assignment of the, USS Augusta, 
building at the Newport News Ship- 
building and Drydock Company, and 
the USS Chicago, now building at the 
Mare Island Navy Yard, the last of 
the eight cruisers of the so-called Chi- 
cago class authorized by Congress De- 
cember 18, 1924, is still in question. 
Both of these latter ships are fitted as 
flagships. 

. Of the eight cruisers of this class, 
two—the Salt Lake City and Pensa- 
cola—mount ten 8-inch, 55 caliber 
guns, and the remaining six mount nine 
guns of the same size and caliber. 
Each ship of the class mounts four 5- 
inch 25 caliber antiaircraft guns, two 
21-inch triple above-water torpedo 
tubes and is designed to carry from 
four to six scouting airplanes. Their 
designed speed is 32.5 knots. 


Of the old or obsolete cruisers which 
the new crujsers are replacing, 12 
have already been sold. They are the 
USS Albany, New Orleans, Salem, 
Charleston, Frederick, Huron, Chat- 
tanooga, Cleveland, Des Moines, To- 
peka, Birmingham and York. The 
Huntington, Pueblo, St. Louis, Char- 
lotte, Missoula and Seattle are sched- 
uled to be sold, while the Denver, 
Galveston, Rochester and Pittsburgh 
will be disposed of when reliefs can 
be provided.

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Hospital Bill Passes 


wt an amendment cutting the 


authorized cost in half, the: Wash- 
ington Naval Hospital bill was. passed 
by the House of Representatives on 
June 10. Members of the Naval Af- 
fairs committee sponsoring the meas- 
ure were forced to accept the amend- 
ments proposed by Representative Mc- 
Clintic, (D., of Oklahoma) in order to 
pass the bill by unanimous consent. 
From the attitude of a number of 
the members of the House who took 
art in the debate on the measure, it 
was thought likely by those familiar 
with the situation that if the Senate 
should restore the original estimate for 
the hospital that it would be acceptable 
to the majority of the House. 

Mr. McClintic’s amendment was de- 
signed to limit the construction to one 
new hospital building of 400 or 500 
beds, which would take care for the 
time being of the needs of the Navy 
alone as to hospitalization of persen- 
nel. He is opposed to the Navy taking 
care of Veterans’ Bureau patients, and 
to the expense involved in making the 
Washington hospital a center of medi- 
cal activities. 

Several members of the House de- 
clared themselves in favor of spend- 
ing the full sum estimated, $3,200,000, 
to establish a medical center at Wash- 


ington. 
Representative Stafford (R., of 
Wisc.) and Representative Blanton 


(D., of Texas) both took this position. 
Mr. Stafford said: “I was in sympathy 
with the idea that the Navy Depart- 
ment should have a companion estab- 
lishment for their medical activities to 
the Army at Walter Reed—not a hos- 
pital alone, but a center for all the 
medical activities connected with the 
Navy down here on the Potomac at the 
present site,” 

Both Chairman Britten and Repre- 
sentative Woodruff, of the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, made it plain that 
nothing but an additional hospital 
building could be built with the sum 
substituted by Mr. McClintic, $1,500,- 
000, and that improvement of the medi- 
cal school and other facilities looking 
toward the creation of a great center 
would be impossible, stating that they 
accepted the cut only to secure the 
passage of the bill. Further authoriza- 
tion would undoubtedly be necessary 





Recruiting Duty 

NDER scheduled transfers to sea

Navy Enlisted Pay Bill 


A BILL for an increase in pay of the 

enlisted men of the Navy~ has 
been introduced by Representative Rus- 
sel J. Leech, of Pennsylvania, which 
was referred to the Committee on Nav- 
al Affairs. The monthly base pay of 
enlisted men, as outlined by Mr. Leech 
will be as follows: For chief petty of- 
ficers, acting and permanent appoint- 
ment, $150; petty officers, first class, 
$126; petty officers, second class, $105; 
petty officers, third class, $84; non- 
rated men, first class, $63; nonrated 
men, second class, $42; and apprentice 
seamen, $21. 

The bill provides further that an 
enlistment allowance equal to $100, 
multiplied by the number of years’ 
service in the enlistment period from 
which he has last been discharged, but 
not to exceed $400, shall be paid to 
enlisted men of the first three pay 
grades who were honorably discharged, 
and an enlistment allowance of $50, 
multiplied by the number of years 
served in the enlistment prior from 
which he has last been discharged, 
but not to exceed $200, for men of the 
other pay grades, who were honorably 
discharged. 

The regular increase of 10 per cent 
on the base pay of their rating upon 
completion of the first four years of 
enlisted service, and an additional 5 
per cent for each four years’ service 
thereafter, total not exceeding 50 per 
cent is to remain in effect. 





Count Volunteer Service 


ERVICE as a commissioned or war- 
rant officer in the National Naval 
Volunteers between the dates April 6, 
1917, and Dec. 31, 1921, would be 
counted in computing the six years’ 
service required for promotion from 
warrant officer to chief-warrant rank 
in the Navy by the terms of a bill in- 
troduced by Representative Miller. 


The bill, which is in the form of an 
amendment to the Act of Feb. 15, 1929, 
also provides that officers who, have 
heretofore been commissioned chief 
warrant officers shall for all purposes 
be regarded as having been commis- 
sioned from the date of completion of 
such six years’ service. The measure, 
H. R. 12790, has been referred to the 
Naval Affairs Committee.

Naval Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps have been commissioned by the 
Navy Department as of June 19, 1930.

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West Point Soldier And Citizen, Subject 


Of Sec. Hurley’s Address To Graduates 





(PRE modern plan for national de- 
fense and the need for stressing in- 
dustrial preparedness are working to 
bring the regular army officer closer to 
the citizenry of the nation more than 
ever before, Secretary of War Patrick 
J. Hurley pointed out in addressing the 

duating class at the United States 

ilitary Academy June 12. 

The Army of the United States, com- 
prising the citizen soldiery as well as 
the regulars, serves to bring the two 
together, the Secretary said. “You 
must not think of yourselves,” he de- 
clared, “in the regular establishment 
as an organization standing apart. You 
must think of yourselves as the leaders 
of the Army of the United States.” 

Text of Speech 

The text of Secretary Hurley’s speech 

ollows: 

I have two friends in the United 
States Army, both of whom are now 
Generals. One’s first name is Ed and 
the other’s is Tom. Tom entered West 
Point after Ed had been there a year. 
Tom was an excellent baseball player. 
They played in the days of one umpire. 
In one of the most important games of 
the season the score was tied. Tom 
kmocked what looked like a home run. 
The one umpire was watching the ball. 
Tom cut second. He cut it so far that 
it. was noticeable to everyone except 
the umpire, who had his eyes on the 
ball. He made the home run. But 
when he came back to the West Point 
benches there was no enthusiasm for 
him. He was rather chagrined, as no 
one arose to shake hands and no one 
had a kind word for him, or congratu- 
lated him on making the run. He sat 
down by his friend . The next bat- 
ter came up. The game proceeded. 
Finally Ed said to Tom in a low voice, 
“Tom, at West Point we don’t cut sec- 
ond even when the umpire is not look- 
ing.” 

On the first day of the Battle of 
Chancellorsville, the Second Regiment 
United States Regulars went into ac- 
tion under the command of Bvt. Lt. Col. 
Salem S. Marsh, of Massachusetts, who 
had graduated from the Military Acad- 
emy with the Class of 1860. He de- 
ployed the regiment under a terrific 
musketry and artillery fire. Marsh was 
hit, and as his body crumpled, he shout- 
ed “Here!” in a voice that split the din 
of the battlefield. It was the response 
that he had made so many times a day 
at West Point formations, during his 
service as a cadet. Marsh was attend- 
ing his last formation. Duty had 
called his name. In a firm and happy 
voice he shouted “Here!” and died. 

Value of Training 

These two stories show the value of 
a West Point education. During the 
last 125 years, wherever the United 
States Army has pitched a tent, in the 
conquest of the West, on the ragged 
edge of civilization, and in foreign 
lands, on every battlefield of the Re- 
public, West Point has answered 
“Here!” The West Pointers have filled 
every position from private to the Pres- 
idency of the nation, and to every call 
of duty in these positions, they have 
answered “Here!” In every capacity 
the men sent out by this institution 
have played hard, but they played fair. 
They do not cut second. 

Do not become obsessed with the idea 
that your military education unfits you 
for civil service. Graduates of this in- 
stitution have played a conspicuous 
part in every field of endeavor that our 
country offers. The peace-time service 
of Military Academy graduates rivals 
their service in war: They have build- 





ed the most beautiful structures of our 
country—among them the Congres- 
sional Library, the Washington Monu- 
ment, the Lincoln Memorial. For over 
a century the engineers from this in- 
stitution have been in control of the 
rivers and harbors of the nation. They 
direct our inland water transportation. 
In these capacities they have performed 
great engineering feats. They built 
the Panama Canal. 

They have become lawyers, orators, 
statesmen, captains of industry, and 
kings of commerce. The educational 
system of West Point speaks for it- 
self and challenges comparison. The 
results indicate what the educational 
system is. The outstanding feature of 


-a West Point education is the develop- 


ment of character. The highest and 
most important aim of this institution 
is to develop in the mind of each cadet 
a full appreciation of the matchless 
worth of character. 


Creates Leaders 


The purpose of the institution is not 
to create militarists. It does aim to 
create leada@rs who will main- 
tain the peace and safety of the nation. 
Four years ago pny came here from 
every State in the Union, from the 
District of Columbia, from our Insular 
possessions, from the rank and file of 
the Regular Army and the National 
Guard. You came for the purpose of 
equipping yourselves for leadership. 
Leadership in the Army of the United 
States today requires far more than 
military skill. Under our National 
Defense policy the leaders of our Army 
are called upon to consider and solve 
social and economic problems in addi- 
tion to providing for the military de- 
fense of the nation and leading its 
Army in time of national emergency. 
Leadership is a _ spiritual attribute. 
Those who possess it may use different 
methods to produce the same result, 
but the qualities that inspire men to 
recognize a leader are of the soul and 
they are always the same. In the last 
analysis the attributes of leadership 
are based upon those exalted lines of 
Lowell: 

“Be noble! and the nobleness that lies 
In other men, sleeping but never dead, 
Will rise in majesty to meet thine own.” 

To become leaders you must under- 
stand 'the fundamental principles of the 
nation. to which you belong. The aim 
of our Government is to establish so- 
cial and economic justice and to main- 
tain equality of opportunity, to pro- 
mote education, tolerance and prosper- 
ity, and to abolish poverty and crime, 
and advance the cause of peace and 
good-will. Because these are the as- 
pirations of our Government, it has 
brought more happiness to more human 
beings for a greater period of time 
than any other Government. The 
American who understands the aspira- 
tions of his country has always had an 
aversion to all attempts toward obtain- 
ing these ends by use of force. We 
should use force only where necessary 
to maintain free institutions. 

Citizen Soldiery 

The people of the United States have 
always been opposed to a large stand- 
ing army in time of peace. It was a 
citizen soldiery that achieved our in- 
dependence. Every major war in which 
we have engaged has been fought by 
citizen soldiers. When we analyze our 
military policy today and trace the 
course of its evolution, we are aston- 
ished to see how nearly we have re- 
turned to the military policy of the men 
who established the Government. The

Emergency Officers Appeal 


HOLDING that the director of the 
United States Veterans’ Bureau is 
clothed with authority to review rat- 
ings under the emergency officers’ re- 
tirement act of May 24, 1928, as un- 
der the World War veterans’ act of 
1924, the District of Columbia Court 
of Appeals, this week, reversed de- 
cisions in three cases in which the 
District Supreme Court had granted 
writs of mandamus requiring Gen. 
Frank T. Hines to place the names of 
three officers on the retired list cre- 
ated by the emergency officers’ act. 

The officers affected are Stanton K. 
Livingston, Robert A. Baird and Eric 
Nilan. The lower court had held that 
since the bureau had rated the men 
disabled more than 30 per cent they 
were entitled to the benefit of the re- 
tired pay and the bureau was bound 
by its rating.

Constitution provided for a well-regu- 
lated militia, which was considered es- 


sential to the security of a free state. 
An early statute required that every 
citizen should “provide himself with a 
good musket of flint lock, a sufficient 
bayonet and belt, two spare flints and 
knapsack, and a pouch with a box 
therein to contain not less than 24 
cartridges. ...” This was the crude 
beginning of our present military pol- 
icy. It was a truly democratic doctrine. 
It assumed that the Government should 
be worthy of being sustained by its 
citizens. It assumed also that the 
able-bodied male citizenry owes mili- 
tary service to his country in time of 
emergency. While our country has 
always relied upon its citizen soldiery, 
it made no adequate provision for 
training that class of soldiers until the 
leaders of the nation enacted the Na- 
tional Defense Act of 1920. 

While all our victories have been won 
by citizen soldiers, a tremendous price 
was paid for these victories in hard- 
ship, and blood, and life. These citi- 
zen soldiers were untrained and were 
often sent against foes who were 
trained, and the contemplation of the 
cost of victory brings us sorrow. Our 
National Defense Act provides for the 
training of the citizen soldier. The 
National Guard of the various states is 
equipped by the Federal Government 
and is subject to call by that Govern- 
ment. The Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps give thousands of young men 
each year the rudiments of military 
training. The Reserve Officers’ Train-

De- 
ducting 43 from 64, and it is noted 
that the average warrant officer, U. S. 
Army, will serve 21 years without a 
cent of additional compensation un- 
der present conditions. In addition, 
there is no chance for a promotion in 
grade. He is, therefore, up against 
a stone wall and must spend the best 
and most productive years without the 
incentive of increased compensation 
and promotion in grade which are 
available to other personnel in both 
governmental and private employ. 

It is an accepted fact that when a 
man is employed by a commercial firm 
or enters the service he represents an 
investment. The time that must nec- 
essarily be spent in training and plac- 
ing this man in the class of work he 
is most capable of performing effici- 
ently represents a period when the em- 
ploye’s salary represents more than 
the return on the service rendered. 
It ncessarily follows that, if the firm 
or the Government is to receive any 
benefit from such an investment, the 
employe must be trained and assigned 
to the class of work to which he is 
capable of rendering the best service. 
The longer such an employe is retain- 
ed after reaching the point where he 
becomes an asset rather than a liabil- 
ity, the greater will be dividends on 
the original investment. Commercial 
firms, in order to retain the services 
of such employes, increase their com- 
pensation as the value of the services 
rendered increases. While, on the 
other hand, the warrant officer finds 
himself, at the time of life when his 
service is of the greatest value to the 
Government, at the end of his life’s 
career, insofar as increase in pay or 
promotion is concerned. 


This is a most discouraging pros- 
pect for members of the warrant grade. 
When the grade was established in 
1920, 1,120 warrant officers were se- 
lected on their records and appointed 
from about 7,000 eligible men who ap- 
plied for appointment and had served 
a number of years in the higher en- 
listed grades and served with distinc- 
tion as commissioned officers during 
the World War. In 1926, through Con- 
&ressional action, all Field Clerks, 
QMC, and Army Field Clerks, became 
warrant officers. This latter body of 
men, many of whom served as enlisted 
men and commissioned officers in the 
World War, had been performing for 
years Important executive, technical, 
and administrative clerical] work at the 
Various army headquarters, depots, ar- 
senals and posts. These two groups, 
Comprising the present warrant grade, 
ave demonstrated their value to the 
: vernment through many years of 
aithful and efficient service.

Bill Defines Pay Periods 


((LEARER definition of first appoint- 

_ ment requirements in the fourth, 
third, and second pay periods, as de- 
scribed in the Pay Readjustment Act, 
is contained in Mr. Gibson’s bill, H. R. 
12693, lately introduced. This bill de- 
fines the language “or whose first ap- 
pointment in the permanent service 
was in a grade above that correspond- 
ing to second lieutenant in the Army” 
as meaning “or whose first appoint- 
ment under their present commission 
in the permanent service was in a 
grade above,” etc. . 

The bill provides that all payments 
heretofore made upon the basis pre- 
scribed in the Pay Readjustment Act 
are validated, and directs the Comp- 
trolled General to refund any amounts 
on covering payment so vali- 
ated.

UBLIC sentiment is becoming aroused over the failure of the Joint Congres- 
sional Pay Committee to act. We call attention in this respect to the resolu- 
tion adopted by the Detroit Board of Commerce. That board, last December, 
petitioned the executive and legislative branches of the Government to take im- 
mediate steps to correct the grave pay injustices that exist. Simultaneously or 
thereafter, other chambers of commerce took like action, and finally the National 
Chamber of Commerce, which comprehends all the chambers, adopted a resolution 
in favor of a pay revision. 





HUS, business as a whole, made up of the men and women who pay the taxes, 
advised the Government that it was willing to defray the expenses of addi- 
tional compensation, because it regarded that compensation as totally inade- 
quate. We know, too, that this was the view expressed by the American Federa- 
tion of*Labor. To meet the universal demand, the committee was appointed. 
The creation of that Joint Committee was hailed as evidence that action was 
about to occur. For four months it has had existence. There have been two 
meetings only, and at these meetings nothing of any moment was done. Sen- 
ator Jones, its chairman, has displayed no interest, and the understanding has 
been that he would give way in the direction of the Committee to Senator Reed, 
of Pennsylvania. Mr. Reed was in London as a member of the American disarma- 
ment delegation, and since his return has been occupied with the treaty which 
he helped to negotiate and the tariff. We have not heard of any activity on the 
part of the other Senate members. 





HE House members have manifested more interest. Representatives French 

and Barbour have been personally investigating the subject, and the Services 
feel grateful to them. But with all the will in the world, they can do little in the 
absence of the failure of the chairman to call the committee together. Business 
is more familiar with Congressional procedure than the members of Congress 
realize. When it is interested in a matter, it keeps everlastingly at it until there 


is action. The resolution just adopted by the Detroit Board of Commerce is | 


typical in this respect. We anticipate that other chambers will pass like resolu- 
ions. Unless care is taken, the Republican majority will find another cause of 
irritation against its management of government affairs. We merely desire to 
call their attention to the old saw about the final straw, and to add that Busi- 
ness and Labor will have much to say in the coming elections. 





‘THERE will be no speedy ratification of the London naval disarmament treaty, 
in spite of the pressure exerted by the President. He desired action during 
the regular session; but he found he could not get it. He threatened he would 
call an extra session; this had no effect. He has announced he will convene the 
Senate in extra session immediately after adjournment and will send to it a strong 
message advocating ratification. It is evident the Senate will not be able to 
command a quorum, and, consequently, a final vote probably will not be taken 
until next winter. Opponents of the Treaty are entirely satisfied with this pros- 
t. They have been contending that the country should know the effect of the 
nstrument upon American interests, and they are confident that this knowledge 
will cause rejection or modifying reservations. 





wrt concerns the Administration is the effect on our foreign relations of 

failure to act or rejection or reservations. It fears that any of these things 
will put an end to limitation by negotiation, and, moreover, that it may confirm 
the reports spread abroad that the United States is militaristic. It is doubtful 
if these apprehensions will affect opponents to the Treaty. Some of these are 
inspired by the conviction that the Treaty makes for American inferiority, others 
by their unwillingness to support a plan under which there actually will be an 
increase of the fighting force. It is the combination of these groups, Hale and 
Johnson, on the one hand, Norris and La Follette on the other, that makes the 
prospect of ratification none too bright for the Administration. 





"THE House Naval Committee is made up of a group of men and a single woman 
member, which takes a broad view of naval affairs and human relations. 
In confirming this fact, we are referring to the attitude of the committee this 
week in respect of a charge that in recommending the selection of Camp Kearny, 
near San Diego, as the site for the dirigible base, Rear Adm. Reeves was pay- 
ing a debt to the Congressman of that district in the form of an appointment to 
the Military Academy for his son. This charge was attributed to a Congressman 
who was advocating the selection of Sunnyvale. The Committee, through its 
chairman, Mr. Britten, emphatically expressed its disbelief in the charge and its 
full faith in the integrity of Adm. Reeves. It is a decision like this that increases 
one’s faith in human nature and adds to the national prestige of Congress. 





HEN Congressman James, of Michigan, returns to Washington next Decem- 

ber, we may expect a revival of the proposal for a Department of National 
Defense. Mr. James’ illness has prevented consideration of this sub during 
the present session. We received today a letter from Mr. James stating that he 
is well on the road to recovery and that there is every prospect that he will be in 
good shape by December. The Army will be delighted to learn this news, since 
the Michigan member may be expected to do all he properly can to advance the 
interests of the land forces. He wants a Department of National Defense. He 
believes the majority of the Military Committee is of a like view. So this mat- 
ter is certain to loom large during the session next winter.

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Second Speaks Bill Reported 


FOLLOWING a hearing in which the 
several bills to create a National 
Guard of the United States were con- 
sidered, the House Committee on Mili- 


| tary Affairs on June 13 voted to re- 


port out Mr. Speaks’ revised bill. 

This bill, introduced in the House on 
June 12, is substantially identical with 
the original H. R. 10478, with a num- 
ber of perfecting amendments. 

Provision for service of officers of 
the National Guard of the United 
States on the General Staff, for the 
study of questions affecting the reserve 
components, is retained. War Depart- 
ment witnesses at hearings had indi- 
cated that this provision would cause 
the outnumbering of the Regular Army 
officers on the General Staff. 

Reappointment of former Reserve 
officers, terminating their National 
Guard of the United States commis- 
sions, in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, is 
retained. 

A new provision is that an officer of 
the National Guard of the United 
States shall be entitled to return to in- 
active status, instead of to discharge, 
within six months after termination of 
war. 

Former members of the Army, Navy, 
and Marine Corps under 64 years of 
age may enlist in the National Guard 
of the United States. 

“National Guard” of the States, etc., 
is defined to mean that portion of the 
federalized recognized Organized Mili- 
tia that is organized, armed, and 
equipped in whole or in part from Fed- 
eral funds. : 

Commissioned officers and warrant 
officers of the several States, etc., are 
required under the new bill to take the 
oath of the National Guard of the 
United States. No additional oath is 
required for their appointment in the 
National Guard of the United States. 
Federally recognized members of the 
present National Guard will be requir- 
ed, within a time to be decided by the 
President, to take the new oath. The 
oath has been revised to provide for 
affirmation, and to eliminate the words 
“until such emergency shall have been 
duly declared to have ceased to exist,” 
and “or until I shall have been dis- 
charged by proper authority.” Emer- 
gency service is provided to be termi- 
nated by orders of the President solely. 

The Chief of the National Guard 
remains, under the new bill, respon- 
sible to the Secretary of War. He is 
made ineligible to succeed himself. He 
is charged with a new responsibility— 
that of preparing the annual budget 
for the National Guard. 

Temporary war-time appointments in 
the Army of the United States, it is 
provided, shall in the case of others 
than Regular Army officers, terminate 
within six months of the end of the 
war. The original bill did not exclude 
Regular Army officers from this pro- 
vision.

“The first airship, ZRS-4, will have 
to go to Lakehurst first and operate 
from there because the first airship will 
be finished about July, 1931, and the 
West Coast airship base hangar will 
not be finished for at least a year later. 
As soon as the West Coast airship 
hangar is finished, the first airship, 
ZRS-4, will undoubtedly be sent there 
and base there for operations with the 
Pacific Fleet and for peacetime train- 
ing for its other functions. There will 
be times also when both airships will 
operate from the West Coast hangar. 
In order, therefore, that the value of 
airships can be thoroughly and effi- 
ciently tested out, it will be necessary 
to have an airship base on the West 
Coast as well as one at Lakehurst, even 
if only one airship were constructed. 
In the present state of the airship art, 
it is not thought advisable for an air- 
ship to operate in the Pacific so far 
from a hangar; that is to say, to op- 
erate in the Pacific dependent on the 
hangar at Lakehurst, some 3,000 miles 
away. 

“Attention is invited to the fact that 
the Bureau of the Budget in their re- 
port of January, 1929, advised the Navy 
Department that the proposed authori- 
zation for the establishment of an air- 
ship base, at a cost not exceeding $5,- 
000,000, was not in conflict with the 
financial program of the Government. 
Furthermore, the two bills pending be- 
fore this committee, namely, H. R. 6808 
and H. R. 6810, were referred to the 
Bureau of the Budget in January, 1930, 
and the Director of the Bureau of the 
Budget advised the Navy Department 
that the enactment of either of these 


. bills is not in conflict with the financial | 


program of the President.” 











Navy Dental Corps 


AN examination for appointment in 

the Navy Dental Corps began 
Monday at the Naval Medical School 
in Washington, D. C. Approximately 
40 dental surgeons were authorized to 
report for the exam, which is to fill 
the four vacancies now existing in the 
Corps. 





As a result of an appropriation re- 
cently obtained for post graduate in- 
struction of Dental Corps personnel, 
two officers of the Dental Corps are at 
present enrolled at the New York Uni- 
versity College of Dentistry, and two 
in Northwestern University Dental 
College, for special instruction in 
denture construction. 





Dr. Ira G. Nichols, a lieutenant com- 
mander in the Dental Corps of the 
Naval Reserve and one of the coun- 
try’s outstanding prosthodontists, has 
just completed two weeks of active 
duty at the Dental School. During 
this assignment he provided instruc- 
tion in denture technique to’ the dental 
officers of the school. Lt. (jg) J. L. 
Purcell (DC), USN, recently eompleted 
a two weeks’ period of temporary duty 
at the dental school, at which time the 
student officers were apprised of root 
canal technique as practiced at Tufts 
Dental College, Boston, Mass., at which 
institution he recently engaged in a 
special course of instruction in that 
subject. 





Comdrs. Paul G. White and William 
L. Darnall have been appointed dele- 
gate and alternate, respectively, to 
represent the Naval Dental Corps at 
the annual meeting of the American 
Dental Association which will be held 
in Denver, Colo., in July. In previous 
meetings, the association has gone on 
record as favoring enactment of the 
Interdepartmental Pay Bill and a ra- 
tio of one dental officer to each 500 of 
personnel. 


Two Die In Sea Disaster 


Two Navy men lost their lives when 
the Steamships Fairfax and Pin- 
this crashed off Scituate June 10, while 
a score or more sailors and marines 
were among the survivors. Lt. (jg) 
Augustus S. Mulvanity, USN, was re- 
ported killed by the explosion which 
occurred immediately after the crash, 
and J. B. Walker, PhM2c, USN, was 
seen to fall overboard but his body 
was not recovered. 

Much praise by the passengers has 
been received of the heroic efforts and 
efficient manner in which the service 
men aided in the rescue work. It was 
reported that while these men were as- 
sisting in fighting the fire, launching 
life boats, and keeping the passengers 
calm, members of the crew and pas- 





sengers were clambering into life 
boats and trying to jump into the 
water.

New NG Of U. S. Bill 


ELIMINATING features of the 
Speaks bill H. R. 10478 declared 
to be undesirable by the War Depart- 
ment, a new bill “To create the National 
Guard of the United States”—H. R. 
12806—has been introduced by Mr. 
Ransley, acting chairman of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs. 

The Ransley bill provides that the 
federally recognized members of the 
present National Guard shall constitute 
a reserve component of the Army of 
the United States, to be known as the 
National Guard of the United States, 
its members eligible for the same Gen- 
eral Staff assignments and Militia Bu- 
reau details as are Reserve Officers 
at present. Appointment of National 
Guard officers in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps is abolished. There is no new 
set-up provided to supplant the Militia 
Bureau. The National Defense Act is 
not professedly amended, as it is in 
the title of the Speaks bill. 


VC Bill Passes House 


The House has passed H. R. 2755, 
which provides that officers of 
Veterinary Corps may count their serv- 
ice as veterinarians in the Quartermas- 
ter Department prior to June 3, 1916, 
for purposes of promotion, longevity 
pay and retirement..

| DON’T know whether the Interde- 

partmental Board is aware of the 
fact or not, that the so-called “Free 
Medical and Dental Attention For Offi- 
cers’ and Soldiers’ Families” has disap- 
peared these past few years, along with 
second mounts and other items of ex- 
pense necessary to service personnel? 

At most posts it is now necessary 
for members of officers’ and soldiers’ 
families to go to civilian dentists and 
hire civilian nurses, when necessary, to 
secure treatment formerly furnished 
by the Government. 

The reasons are obvious in the few 
doctors, dentists and nurses who are 
still brave enough to carry on with us 
in the face of the same debts and finan- 
cial struggles we all are experiencing. 
The medical and dental personnel is in- 
sufficient. Let’s not forget that present 
pay (with these services) is insufficient, 
and doubly so with civilian dental and 
nursing prices eating up two-thirds of 
a monthly pay check. 

We have fought this financial trouble 
for the past 13 years, and it is my opin- 
ion that the few army “voices” raised 
have refrained admirably from bitter- 
ness and disgust. Mental worry over 
debt is the finest method in the world 
to start physical decline, and the 
“Roman Empire” will have “nothing 
on” the services if we are to hang on 
by the skin of our teeth until 1933 (as 
your recent editorial column states is 
possible). 

Thanks for the battle you are mak- 
ing. We hope time and space will win 
your fight before we lose ours.

New Road At Fort Sill

A-31016. (S) Pay—Naval Reserve 
Force—Disrating in provisional en- 
listed grades. 


A member of the Naval Reserve 
Force enrolled in a provisional grade 
while on active duty may be disrated 
by his commanding officer for in- 
competer.cy and such disrating is legal 
for pay purposes. 

A-31767. Leave of Absence—Officers 
of Court for China—Traveling ex- 
penses. There is no provision in the 
act of June 30, 1906, 34 Stat. 814, es- 
tablishing the Court for China, giving 
the officers of that Court a legal right 
to reimbursement of traveling ex- 
penses incident to leave of absence, but 
as the appropriation for traveling ex- 

nses of Diplomatic, Consular, and 

oreign Service officers is specifically 
available for traveling expenses of of- 
ficers of that Court and also contains 
a specific provision for expenses in- 
curred in connection with leaves of ab- 
sence, it is within the administrative 
discretion of the Secretary of State to 
order such officers to the United States 
on leave of absence and to provide for 
the payment of their transportation 
costs as in the case of the other of- 
ficers mentioned in the appropriation.

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_Lt. Soucek Breaks Record 


E*4cTLy one year later and in the 

same plane in which he set the 
world’s altitude record for seaplanes, 
Lt. Apollo Soucek, USN, on June 4, at 
the Naval Air Station, Anacostia, es- 
tablished a new high mark of 43,166 
feet to break the record for land planes 
held by Willi Neuenhofen, a German 
aviator. 

Official announcement of the new 
record, which is for all types of planes, 
was not made until Monday morning 
by the National Aeronautic Association 
following a careful calibration by the 
Bureau of Standards of the sealed baro- 
graph carried in Lt. Soucek’s plane. 

The new mark exceeds by 1,044 feet 
the record made May 25, 1929, by 
Neuenhofen, who reached 41,794 at 
Dessau, Germany. By existing rules, 
Lt. Soucek had to exceed this record by 
100 meters or 328 feet. The flight was 
made in a Wright “Apache,” powered 
with a supercharged Pratt and Whitney 
“Wasp” engine. He took off from Ana- 
costia at 2:30 p. m., June 4, and landed 
at 4:30 p. m. 

Lt. Soucek, as a result of his feat 
now holds both the landplane and sea- 
plane altitude records of the world. His 
seaplane record of 38,560 feet was made 
exactly one year prior to his new land- 
plane ré:ord June 4, 1929, and was 
made in the same plane which he used 
for his present record, with the addi- 
tion of a single float-type landing gear. 

Lt. Soucek was born at Lamont, Okla- 
homa, on February 24, 1897. He was 
appointed to the Naval Academy in 
1917, graduating four years later. For 
three years following his graduation he 
was on duty on the USS Mississippi, 
whereupon he was assigned duty as 
student naval aviator at Pensacola, 
receiving his wings in August, 1924. 
Since then he has served as Junior 
Aviation Officer on the USS Maryland, 
at the Naval Aviation Factory at Phila- 
delphia, and in the Engine Section, Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics. 

One June 7, he received orders de- 
taching him from the Bureau to go 
to VF Squadron 3B, the USS Lexington, 
Aircraft Squadrons, Battle Fleet. The 
Lexington is undergoing overhaul at 
the Norfolk Navy Yard, and will sail 
for the west coast about June 23. 

Both the Secretary of the Navy and 
the Assistant Secretary for Aeronautics 
officially commended Lt. Soucek for 
his accomplishment.

Seattle (Special)—Boeing Airplane 
Company has been given an order for 
27 Boeing F-4B2 single seater Wasp- 
powered Navy fighters. Delivery is to

duced for the Navy, but with new Boe- 
ing engine ring cowling, new type 
landing gear and tail wheel. The 
F-4B2 is similar in general design to 
the 90 Army pursuit planes recently 
completed by Boeing. 

A Boeing 80-A trimotored passenger 
transport has been flown from the 
Seattle factory to Dayton, Ohio, for 
Army Air Corps inspection and test. 

A Wasp-powered Boeing P-12 has 
recorded an altitude of 33,000 feet 
without reaching its ceiling, this record 
having been made by Capt. H. M. 
Elmendorff, commanding officer, 95th 
Pursuit Squadron, Rockwell Field. 
After reaching 33,000 feet the oxygen 
tube slipped from the officer’s mouth 
and he immediately dove to lower 
levels to obtain sufficient oxygen to 


breathe. _ The previous record of the 
Boeing fighter was 31,700 feet. The

Favor New A. C. Sites 

REMOVAL of the West Coast Air 

Depot from Rockwell Field to Ala- 
meda County, Calif., transfer of the 
pursuit group scheduled te go from 
Rockwell Field tc March Field, and 
transfer of the bombardment wing 
headquarters and bombardment group 
scheduled for the latter post to a site 


in Marin County, Calif., were favored 
in the testimony of F. Trubee Davison, 
Assistant Secretary of War for Air, 
and Maj. Gen. James E. Fechet, Chief 
of the Air Corps, before the House 
Committee on Military Affairs on June 
9. A letter from Representative Swing, 
opposing the project as adversely af- 
fecting the defenses of San Diego, was 
read at the hearing. The project is 
embodied in Mrs. Kahn’s bill, H. R. 
12661, authorizing acquisition of the 
Alameda and Marin County sites. - 

Rockwell Feld is badly located from 
a tactical and strategical viewpoint, 
Gen. Fechet testified, and North Island, 
on which it is situated, overcrowded 
because of the presence of both Army 
and Navy aeronautical activities. 
Asked by Gen. Speaks if strategy had 
been considered ‘in the acquisition of . 
the site in 1916, Gen. Fechet stated 
that, while he did not know, he believed 
only the fact of availability was con- 
sidered at that time. The Navy, he 
said, would be glad to have Rockwell 
Field to itself. The Army would not 
abandon the post, but turn it over to 
the Navy; there would be no loss to the 
government, so far as the permanent 
construction there was concerned. 

Gen. Fechet said that in case of war, 
part of the rail transportation to Rock- 
well Field would have to be by way 
of Mexico. 

If the Navy would surrender its 
holdings at this site to the Army, Gen. 
Fechet replied to Mr. Douglas, the 
proposed sites would still be regarded 
as more favorable strategically. 

The Alameda site would afford bet- 
ter labor and transportation facilities 
for the air depot installations than 
Rockwell Field, Gen. Fechet testified. 


The bill provides for no new appro- 
priations, he declared, but only the 
transfer of previous authorizations and 
appropriations. A War Department com_ 
munication read to the committee stat- 
ed that Alameda County was offering 
1,100 acres on the condition that $500,- 
000 be authorized by Congress for the 
depot before Dec. 31, 1931, and that 
an election would be held to _ ratify 
this grant when the bill was passed. 
The depot is intended to serve the 
West Coast, the Philippines, Hawaii, 
and the Canal Zone. The large tract 
offered, Gen. Fechet said, would pre- 
vent industrial encroachments, which 
might interfere with flying. 

The Marin County site for the bom- 
bardment group installations was also 
pronounced a very suitable one by the 
Chief of the Air Corps. All necessary 
facilities were to be had in the vicin- 
ity, he said. A tract of 917 acres 1s 
to be donated by Marin County, it 
was testified. 

Gen. Fechet stressed the necessity of 
the air defenses of the San Francisco 
Bay area. 

Mr. Davison said that from the whole 
standpoint of national defense, the 
Army should be in the San Francisco 
area and on the coast. In the proposed 
sites the Air Corps installations would 
be protected from naval gun fire by the 
mountains, although located, in effect, 
on the sea. The mountains also serve 
to keep the fog high, he said. De- 
velopment of Rockwell Field by the 
Army would be a serious waste of 
public funds, he added. 

Referring to Mr. Swing’s letter, the 
Assistant Secretary said that the pur- 
suit group at March Field would be 
available for the defense of the Navy 
and Marine Corps base, etc., at San 
Diego. It was fitting, he said, that the 
air base from which San Diego was to 
be defended should be protected from 
naval attack, as was that at March 
Field. 

If not diverted as provided in the 
bill, Mr. Davison declared, the au- 
thorizations already made would have 
to be used at Rockwell Field. Speed 
was necessary, he concluded, if 
bill was to pass.

Financial Digest 
oPHE outlook for our foreign trade 
over the next few months, al- 
though not brilliant, does not appear 
to be as dark as some observers have 
intimated,” a recent bulletin of G. M.- 
P. Murphy and Co., states. 

“Current low prices for wheat and 
flour, if maintained, doubtless will re- 
duced the buying power of Canada, 
Argentina and Australia, the last 
named being more affected by the de- 
cline in wool prices. The much lower 
coffee prices will continue to affect 
business in Brazil. The large de- 
crease in the price of silk probably 
will curtail considerably the foreign 
expenditures of Japan. Political dis- 
turbances in India and the incessant 
civil war in China, in addition to the 
fall in the price of silver, will tend to 
restrict exports to the Far East. 

“The loss in buying power suffered as 
a result of the decline in commodity 
prices by countries exporting large 
quantities of raw commodities does not 
mean necessarily a comparable decline 
in our export rade. Lower commodity 
prices effect a saving for countries 
which are heavy importers of raw 
food-stuffs. If Argentina receives less 
for wheat shipped to Great Britain, 
then Great Britain spends less for 








and Canada. Upon their return they 





will take up their residence in: Ports- 


wheat imported. Some of this saving 
may be spent for other forms of im- 
ported goods. 

“Easy money, moreover, is a factor 
to be considered in connection with ex- 
port trade. It certainly makes the 
financing of export shipments easier 
and cheaper and thus increases the 
effect of lower price levels in making 
the final price to the foreign buyer 
less. While it has not yet created an 
enthusiastic market here for foreign 
bonds, it has made possible some sub- 
stantial foreign loans which, under 
conditions prevailing through a large 
part of 1929, were conspicuous by their 
absence and thus rendered more diffi- 
cult the purchase of needed goods in 
this market. Preliminary figures of 
April exports indicating a relatively 
smaller decline from April, 1929, than 
shown in March compared with March, 
1929, may mark a development worth 
watching.”

Grant universities and-colleges and in 
many others, give young men the rudi- 
ments of the duties of an officer in the 
Army of the United States. The Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps is made up of vet- 
erans of the World War, graduates of 
the R. 0. T. C. course, men who have 
ing Corps maintained in all our Land 
passed through the C. M. T. C., and 
others who have qualified themselves 
for commissions. All of these com- 
prise the citizen army of the United 
States. Service in every one of these 
elements, as well as in the Regular Es- 
tablishment, is voluntary. 

Do not think that the ‘United States 
Army is a thing apart and separated 
from the Army of the United States. 
In any future emergency, all of these 
various components will flow into one 
organic whole. They will be blended 
and will not be distinguishable from 
each other. It is imperative that you 
associate yourself with this army from 
the day of your graduation. Do not 
take this in the narrow sense of ad- 
vice to seek detail with the various 
civilian components. Such details are 
important, necessary, and interesting. 
Seventeen hundred officers of the Reg- 
ular Army are assigned to this duty, 
but your association must go deeper 
than any mere assignment. You must 
not think of yourselves in the Regular 
Establishment as an _ organization 
standing apart. You must think of 
yourselves as the leaders of the Army 
of the United States. These citizen 
components are yours, to train and to 
direct. They will be yours to rely upon 
and to command in time of emergency. 
You should understand and respect 
them and trust them as a soldier trusts 
his comrade. 

Industrial Preparedness 

When we speak of the Army of the 
United States, we think in terms of 
material as well as men. War in the 
future will make an ever-increasing de- 
mand on national creative and produc- 
tive capacities. Increased powers and 
capacity for defense must be sought in 
increased mechanization of armies. 

We must have industrial as well as 
military preparedness. In a major 
emergency the entire economic fabric 
of our country must be readjusted to 
the demands of defense. The economic 
burdens of war must be made to fall in 
equal weight upon every class of our 
citizenship. Industrial preparedness of 
the nation has been placed by the Na- 
tional Defense Act upon you. You are 
no longer to be military leaders, sepa- 
rate and apart from the body politic of 
the nation. A group of specially trained 
officers are at the present time con- 
scientiously investigating this rather 
difficult military field. Between the 
Army and industry a new military lan- 
guage is being evolved. It will be your 
duty to understand and use that lan- 
guage. It will not be difficult for you 
to do so. The words are those in cur- 
rent use in the every day business 
world of the America from which you 
come. Your sojourn at West Point 
eannot and should not blot out your 
civilian background. You are indis- 
solubly a part of the American public. 
You are still from the mountains, the 
plains, the farms, the forests and the 
cities of our country. You as leaders 
of the Army must not only live up to 
the expectations of the citizens—you 
must live with them. You are to be 
one of them. The officer in the United 
States Army is no longer isolated and 
aloof from the people as a professional 
soldier or a military leader. He comes 
in contact with the public in the daily 
walks of life. Daily contact with civ- 
ilians is now a professional duty of the 
officer. He comes to understand the 
citizens and they understand him. He 
no longer directs his mind solely to mil- 
itary training. He must also under- 
stand the social and economic problems 
involved in national defense. This 
broadening of the sphere of the officer 
has elevated rather than reduced him. 
It has brought about an understanding 
between the soldier and citizen. Never 
before has an Army been closer to the 
people. Never have its aims and ideals 
been more fully understood and more 
highly appreciated by our citizens. 
There were officers in the Regular 
Army who did not accept this changed 
situation. They did not accept the re- 
—a of citizenship along with 

eir military leadership. You have 
been properly prepared for both, and 
into this new and broader field you will 

the Spirit of West Point. This 
spirit is unbreakable. Its character is 
unchangeable. You will go out into the 
remote parts of the country; you will 
train these civilian components. In 
the event of a national emergency you 
will lead brigades, divisions, corps, and 
armies of these citizens in defense of

lowances is allowed to the officers com- 

ing within its scope. 

The text of the bill, as it passed, 
follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That all commis- 
sioned officers who served in the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
of the United States during the World 
War, and who have been or may be 
hereafter retired according to law, ex- 
cept those retired under the provisions 
of ‘section 24b of the act of June 4, 
1920, shall, on the date of the approval 
of this act or upon retirement in the 
case of those now on the active list of 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard, be advanced in rank on 
the retired list to the highest grade 
held by them during the Werld War: 
Provided, That any such officer on the 
active or retired list who died or may 
die prior to the approval of this act, 
or on the active list who may here- 
after die before retirement, shall be 
advanced in rank to said higher grade 
as of the date of death: Provided fur- 
ther, That no increase of active or re- 
tired pay or allowances shall result 
from the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 2. All persons who have served 
in the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard of the United States dur- 
ing war shall, when not in the active 
military service of the United States, 
be entitled to bear the official title and, 
upon occasion of ceremony, to wear the 
uniform of the highest grade held by 
them during their service. 





Re-enlistments Gain 


Fort Francis E. Warren.—The in- 
creasing popularity of this post with 
the soldiers is proven by the rapid in- 
crease in the percentage of reenlist- 
ments during the first few months of 
1930. The average standing in the 
Eighth Corps Area in 1928 was 
18th among 22 posts. In 1929 the 
average percentage of re-enlistments 
per month was 38.8 per cent and Ft. 
Warren stood 17th in the Corps Area. 

For the first four. months of 1930 
the average percentage of re-enlist- 
ments per month was 51% per cent 
and the average standing is 12th 
place. Re-enlistments reached the 
highest percentage in April, 1930, 
when 73 per cent of the soldiers dis- 
charged re-enlisted and Ft. Francis E. 
Warren rose to fifth place in the 
Corps Area.
